EALIZING that the many friends and patrons of my father, 
J. J. H. Gregory, can but miss the kindly greetings that for 
so many years they have found on this page, we have 
thought it fitting to review a little of his life, so full of kindness, and 
give to each his last photo. The birthday he spoke so cheerfully about 
in last year’s catalogue was passed this year with no gathering of rela- 
tives and friends, for to his eternal home a ransomed soul had risen 
and was at rest; the loving husband, father and friend had gone to 
meet his Maker, in the full assurance that he had tried to do his duty 
to all mankind. 
~ He was a man of marked abil- 
ity, strong individuality and personal 
independence ; a man of high honor 
and strict integrity, always show- 
ing the bright side of life and with 
a heart just waiting to do some kind 
deed of charity. It has been said 
of him by a staunch friend: ‘‘As 
a pond, when disturbed, sends its 
circles to the outside edge, so the 
good influence of his gifts will ex- 
tend to the farthest shores of time.” 
He was born at Marblehead, 
Noy. 7, 1827; was educated in 
the public schools here, pursued a 
two years’ course at Middlebury 
Academy, then entered Amherst 
College, from which he graduated 
in 1850. He taught in the schools 
in Marblehead, Hingham and Lu- 
nenberg. 
His starting the seed business 
was almost an accident; he was 
readingthe Vew England Farmer 
and saw a request for a good win- 
ter squash, and as it happened his 
father had raised some splendid 
squashes fromseed that “(Old Marm 
Hubbard” had given him, so my 
father sent the inquirer some of 
this seed. The man tried them 
and liked them so well that he 
wrote articles for several papers ex- 
tolling these squashes, and soon the Gregory Seed Business was thriving, 
sending “Hubbard Squash”’ to all parts of the United States. Naturally 
the business started in the home, the attic being used tor the purpose ; 
but before long he moved his enterprise to a larger building, a small 
office which his father had used. Very soon again he had to build a 
storehouse, as he had branched out with other seed, both vegetable and 
flower, till he was carrying on one of the largest seed establishments in 
the country. He increased his farming land holdings until he owned 
over 400 acres in Middleton alone. He made a specialty of introduc- 
ing new varieties of vegetables every year, personally superintending a 
large experimental garden. y 
He has written and sold many thousand copies of works on agricul- 
ture, and has lectured extensively on this subject throughout the Northern 
States. 
He was much interested in history and Indian antiquities, and his 
extensive collection of Indian relics, shells and minerals was probably 
one of the largest private collections in New England. He was also a 


connoisseur of pictures, Japanese ware and bric-a-brac, owning many 
beautiful specimens. 

He was a philanthropist of renown; adopting four children, estab- 
lishing young men in business, sending others through college, and, in 
fact, opening his purse to every good cause. He gave large sums of 
money for the establishment of Southern schools and colleges, the 
Gregory Institute, of Wilmington, N. C., being founded by him. 

One of the last and largest of his benevolences was started only a 
few months previous to his death. This work is forming libraries in the 

colored schools of the South to be 

known as Marblehead Libraries, in 

honor of his native town, and, al- 

though he didn’t live to see this 

work finished, it is being carried 

out in every detail by our mother. 

Since the Civil War he has 

always been interested in the up- 

lifting of the colored people, send- 

ing money, books, clothing and 

anything useful he could find to 

the American Missionary Associa- 

tion for the use of their school 

Wishing to extend his 
help to other schools in the South 
he thought of this idea of libraries. 
He at once began a correspond- 
ence with D. S. Dickerman, one 
of the directors in charge of the J. 
F. Slater Fund, and to the princi- 
pals of about fifty of the leading 


graduates. 


schools for negroes and poor moun- 
tain whites, resulting in this plan: 
To furnish each library with fifty 
books and at the end of a certain 
period the books were to be ex- 
changed with other libraries on the 
list. It was thought best to have 
a distributing centre, and the At- 
lanta University, of Georgia, was 
selected as affording the best op- 
portunities for the first of these 
libraries, therefore all shipments 
are made to Atlanta and they 
in turn send each set out as soon as a school is prepared to re- 
ceive such a library. It is proving very successful and already eleven 
libraries have been installed, and by February it is hoped the list of

In his early life he served the town in many responsible capacities, 


and filled many public offices, being twice elected State Senator for the 
district, which includes Salem and Beverly. For many years he was 
Vice-President of the Essex Agricultural Society. 

He always lived modestly and since his retirement from business 
took great pleasure in his private concerns and charities. 

His whole life abounded in usefulness, and he certainly erected a 
monument of good deeds that will be a light to all futurity.

TESTING SEED—Before sending out, nearly two thousand tests of the 
vitality of both vegetable and flower seeds are made every season, and 
thousands of dollars’ worth thrown away, all of which is more or less good, 
but not up to the standard for honest seed. 

ORDERS PROMPTLY FILLED AS SOON AS RECEIVED, or will be 
promptly acknowledged by postal card should there for any reason be a 
delay of a day or so in their filling. 


THE THREE WARRANTS—All seeds sent out from our establishment 
are always sold under our three warrants, viz.: 1st. That our seed shall be 
what it purports to be; so far as that we hold ourselves ready to refill the 
order anew, or to send other seed to the same amount gratis, should it prove 
defective in any respect. Whatis there to gain by selling poor seed after 
having made this warrant? 2d. That all money sent for seeds over one 
dollar shall reach us if sent by Postoffice order on Marblehead, Express 
Money Order, Registered Letter, Draft or Cashier’s Check. Sums of one 
dollar and under may be sent at our risk. 3d. That the seed ordered shali 
reach every one of our customers. Thus we warrant everything but the crop. 


PAYMENT FOR SEED—Cash (as above) to accompany all orders. Be 
sure not to moisten postage stamps, the higher denominations, but not above 
fifteen cents in value, preferred. Do not send special delivery stamps. 
Money orders when of the value of one dollar and upwards may be pur- 
chased at our expense, the cost being deducted from the amount remitted. 
We would advise our customers not to order their seed C. O. D., particu- 
larly when the orders are small, as we have to add the cost of collection and 


return charges. 


ALL PACKAGES, OUNCES, QUARTER POUNDS, PINTS AND 
QUARTS, ordered at mail prices named, will be mailed by us postpaid, with 
the exception of orders received from Canada and the British Provinces, or 
which we ask our customers to remit one cent for every two ounces ordered, 
which is just half what the postage costs us.

POTATOES 


Raising Potatoes—A Few Suggestions 


We get most satisfaction from crops raised on clover sod inverted after the second season. By using 1,500 pounds of a good potato fertilizer, 
half well harrowed in broadcast and half thoroughly mixed in the drill, we get a grand crop of nice, large, smooth potatoes. Bradley’s 10% potash 
has given us the best satisfaction for potatoes. There are four ways of fighting the rot fungus: 1. Keep out of wet land. 2. Plant red-skinned 
varieties if possible. 3. Plant early sorts that mature just before the advent of the dog days, which are great breeders of rot. In fighting the 
bugs use Boxal; we use it,and find it does the business. Two eyes every fifteen inches are sufficient seed for vigorous sorts. Whole potatoes are 
safer to plant than pieces if the weather should turn cold and rainy after planting, or, on the other hand, be exceptionally hot. By running the 
plough two or three times in each furrow before planting the crop will be increased about 20 bushels tothe acre. A soaking for two hours in 
formaldehyde (1 pint to 50 gallons of water) we find will kill the scab. Potatoes keep better ina cool, rather damp cellar.

KNOWLES BIG CROPPER POTATO 


In 1908 we took a trip to the potato country in Aroostook 
County, Maine, and travelled some forty miles, examining 
the crop in the surrounding country. No variety showed 
up so well as our Knowles Big Cropper; it was the hand- 
somest potato we saw. A Mr. Brewer planted 8% barrels 
of potatoes that were left from Mr. Knowles’ crop which 
were too poor to send to us for seed stock; from these he 
dug 128 barrels. This is at the rate of 400 bushels per acre. 

In the test in our experimental grounds in 1907 it sur- 
passed all other varieties, yielding at the rate of 836 
bushels to the acre. 

Mr. Knowles, from whom we purchased the ownership 
of this new variety, narrates his experience as follows: — 

“The Knowles potato has the strongest and most vigor- 
ous foliage I ever saw; wonderful productiveness, out- 
yielding Enormous, Gold Coin, Delaware and Green Moun- 
tain by fully one quarter on same soil. Quality very fine, 
equal to Gold Coin or Delaware. ‘ 

“T planted the 8th of June, on very lean land, using 
about 800 pounds phosphate per acre, and the yield was at 
the rate of 180 barrels per acre of oblong, smooth tubers.” 

Quality for table first-class. When rot is around it will 
be found to be less affected than other varieties. 

Mr. Francis E. Courtis, of our town, raised at the rate of 
706 bushels of Knowles Big Cropper potato per acre, and 
found them to be of exceptionally fine quality. Some 
tubers weighed 25 ounces. They were grown from second 

_size tubers.

Carrots thrive best in a sandy loam free from stones. The ground should be well manured with fine 
well-rotted or composted manure, eight cords to the acre, and be thoroughly worked quite deep, by two 
ploughings made at right angles with each other. Also cultivate and drag, if there are any lumps, and 
then rake level, burying all remaining lumps and stones. Plant in rows fourteen inches apart, and thin 
plants three to four inches in the rows. Plant from the middle of April to the middle of May to insure 
crop. Asthe dry spells which sometimes prevail in June are apt either to prevent the germination of 
the seed or to burn the plants as soon as they appear above ground, it is therefore advisable to increase 
the quantity of seed, which, under the circumstances, will give the crop a better chance. Keep very 
clean of weeds.

For fall and winter use, the early kinds 
should be sown from the middle of July to the middle of August, and the Ruta-bagas from the middle of 
June to the first of July, using one and a half pounds of seed tothe acre. “Swede” and “ Ruta-baga’’ 
being synonymous terms, the names below, given as they are generally used, will be readily understood.
